CANADA TARIFF AGENTS BUSY. 


Representatives of Dominion in United 


States Sending Reports of Prices 
: of Goods. 


Ottawa, Ont., Jam offi- 
cial agents in the United States of the Cana- 
dian customs department employed in con- 
nection with the dumping clause of the Cana- 
dian tariff are now permanently located at 
New York, Boston, Chicago, Seattle, and 
Cleveland. Between’ them these agents cov- 
er the whole country. 

These agents are sending daily to head- 


quarters here reports of the prices of all [ 


leading lines. of goods manufactured in and 
shipped from their respective districts. These 
reports, after examination here, are reprint- 
éd and sent out to all important points in 
Canada to assist customs officersin checking 


the prices at which goods entering the coun- 


try are invoiced, and in ascertaining the cor- 
rect values at which the duties are to be 
levied. 

The law requires that the duty is to be col- 
lected on the value of the goods as sold in 
ihe country of export. Where the goods are 
found to -be invoiced at prices loWér than 
those at which they aresold in the country of 
export, additional taxation to the extent

This saying must have originated 
some ago, for in thee days there is no 
difficulty whatever in buying everything 
needful for a boy at any ofthe ready made 
clothing é¢stablishments, and at far more 
Teasonable prices, and infinitely more satis- 
factory in every particular tnan the same 
clothing made at home cotld possibly be.

ORANGE SPONGE.—When orange jelly 
begins to thicken beat into it tise stiffiy beaten 
whites of eggs or whipped cream. To each 
pint of jelly use the whites of two or three 
eggs, or an equal bulk of cream. 

ORANGE SOUFFLE.—Put one-half cup 
boiling water in a saucepan on the stove; melt 
in it two tablespoons butter, and stir in one- 
half cup flour and cook thoroughly. Next 
add gradually one-half cup milk or water, 
two tablespoons sugar, and the yolks of two 
eges, and beat well. Then fold in the stiff 
whites of the two eggs. Have a layer of cut 
oranges in a pudding dish and pour the mix- 
ture over it. Set the dish ina pan of water 
and bake one-half hour or more in a moderate 
oven. 

ORANGE CUSTARD.—Make a thick cus- 
tard by cooking two tablespoons corn starch 
with one pint milk tn a double boiler for 
twenty minutes, then adding the beaten 
yolks of two or three eggs and last one- 
fourth cup of: sugar: Have ready three 
oranges cut up and sweetened. Put these 
in a dish and pour the custard over. A 


meringue can be made from egg whites and | 


placed on top. 

ORANGE PUDDING.—To one pint of 
scalded milk add one cup white crumbs, not 
crusts, one-fourth cup sugar, one teaspoon 
butter, the yolks of three eggs, one-fourth 
cup candied orange peel cut in bits. Mix 


all ingredients well together and bake slowly 


about one-half hour or until firm in the cen- 
ter. Put one cup cut orange over the top, 
on that spread a’ meringue made of the 
egg whites and one-fourth cup powdered 
sugar. Brown in the oven. : 


ORANGE SANDWICHES.—Spread thick 


cream on slices of dry sponge cake, sprinkle 
with candied peel chopped fine, and cover 
with sections of cut orange.

‘ORANGE BUTTER.—In a double boiler 
cook together one-fourth pound butter, one 
cup. sugar, the grated.rind and Ahe juice of 
three oranges, and two eggs or four yolks.

‘SAYS LAW IS INADEQUATE 


Victims of Negligence and In- 


« Over the City. 


Employment agencies in are se 
verely treated by Miss Frances A. Keller in 
her book, “ Out of Work.” just published 
by G. P. Putnam's Sons. Violation of every 
section of law governing them is charged. 
Her book is the result of two years’ obserya- 


tions, 

' ““In’ Chicago,” she says, “ 7 per cent of 
the offices send women as servants to dis- 
reputable houses, and from 40 to 60 per cent 
send them as inmates, intentionally or indif- 
“ferently. 

“The victims of the negligence of the bést 
cffices and the iniquity of the worst offices 
are found all over the city—in the hespitais, 
elmshouses, workhouses, and jails, in sa- 
loons and on the street, and acting as sec- 

nd rate help in families, and they can 
found: for the trouble-of looking.”

It is also charged that the employment 
law cannot adequately be, enforced’ in Chi- 
cago, because there is not sufficient pro- 
vision for supervision and inspection. There 
are 115 agencies in the city, each paying 
a license fee of $50,.and the enforcement 
of the state law js intrusted to the superin- 
tendent of the free state agency, who thus 
inspects the books and workings of rival con- 
cerns.

Attacks the Domestic Guild. 
“The Woman’s Domestic guild move- 
ment,” says the author, “is not to be con- 
sidered as a solution of the problem, because 
the system emanates from employers, and, 
therefore, represents only one side of the 


case, 

“The system is one of patro , with an 
honor roll in @ newspaper as an inducement 
t® good work. The supply is not increased, 
but only drawn in frémm other offites, Every 
position, although that position may be filled 
immediately on application, is advertised in 
the newspaper that finances the system.” 


Investigators Have Hard Time. . 
But Mise Kellor. goes beyond Chitago in 
her search. The facts stated in “Out of 
Work” were obtained by the author and 
eight assistants in a quiet investigation of 
agencies conducted also in New York, Phila- 
delphia, and Boston. She visited the con- 
cerns at first with a frank statement that she 
was interested in the subject and would like 
information, but she was met with suspicion 
and unfriendliness. 
Then business relations were established 
with the offices. The investigators posed as 
employers seeking servants and as employés 
in search of a situation. They sat for days 
huddled with other women in crowded wait- 
ing rooms.. They were cajoled or bullied into 
paying fees for positions. that did not mate- 
rialize. ._They obligingly. were supplied with 
manufactured. references. and occasionally 
were offered places in disreputable houses.
